So flerce was the onslaught 
that the burglar gave up the attempt to 
use the drug.

There were about 100 men in the party 
that drove over from Rockport this after- 
noon to complete the work of vengéance.

Likewise 
if the present ordinance were susceptible of 
correction so as to bring it within the lines 
laid down by law I should consider it my duty 
to suggest the necessary amendments. 

This ordinance I consider violates the 

statutory requirements that ‘in the forma- 
tion of wards the population of each shall be 
as nearly equal and the ward shall be of as 
compact and contiguous territory as possi- 
ble.“ It is impossible to examine the map of 
the city without seeing at a glance that this 
ordinance disregarded the provision as to 
compactness and contiguity. Furthermore, 
I believe a comparison of the wards with ref- 
erence to their respective population shows 
at ohce what I believe to be unreasonable in- 
equality in the population of the wards.“

COUNTY FUNDS ARE REDUCED 


Chicago’s revenue for municipal purposes 
was ascertained definitely yesterday from 
the report of the County Clerk. The cit 
tax rate will be 2.47+ or 4.3 mills on the 1 
valuation. From all sources the city's rev- 
enue will amount to $14,352,197, Wulle es- 
timates have been received already by the 
gating $20,584,000. es 

Counsel, Election Commission- 
ers, and minor departments, which have not 
been received, will increase this total by 
$500,000. : | 

These figures do not include appropriations 
for schools, library, or other than corporate 
purposes. With the possession of the state- 
ment of revenue to be expected, the Con- 
troller and the Finance committee will pre- 
pare the appropriation bill, which is to go 
before the Council as soon as it can be com- 
pleted. 

The items which make up the valuation 
from which the city will secure its 2 per cent 
are as follows:

The city’s 2 per cent of this valuation will 
yield 4 revenue of $5,581,817, on which it is 


estimated that there will be a loss of $500,000 
in collection. This will leave a revenue of 
$5,081,817.

CALLS OHIO HIGH SCHOOLS BAD. 


Professor Chandler of the University 
of Chicago Blames Teachers and Sys- 
tem—Students Make a Denial. 


The Ohio high schools were declared to be 
utterly inadequate by Professor Charles E. 
Chandler of the University of Chicago yes- 
terday, and he further said the graduates of 
those schools who entered the University of 
Chicago were found to be bad in Latin, worse 
in science, and those who were too poorly 
trained to try either of those courses drifted 
into English, where they were still worse. 
Professor Chandler is a graduate of Denni- 
son College at Grandville, O. His state- 
ments were made while discussing prepar- 
atory schools in general before his Latin 
class yesterday. 

The high schools of Ohio,“ he said, “ are 
among the worst in the United States. The 
students who come to the University of Chi- 
cago from the high schools of that State do 
bad work in Latin, worse work in the 
sciences, and those unfortunates who are 
unable to take those courses and enter the 
English classes do still more wretched work. 

The fault lies with the teachers, who are 
incompetent, and with the system, which 
does not try to work in accord with the uni- 
versities, but goes along in a haphazard way. 
The Illinois high schools are far better.’’

FILIPINOS BORN A TOWN 


REBELS DESTROY PART OF VII- 
LAGE ON PANAY ISLAND. 


Twenty-sixth Infantry Repels the At- 
tack Without Loss to the American 
Side — First Political Party Under 
United States Regime in Process of 
Formation at Manila — Prominent 
Filipines Interested in the Move- 


MANILA, Dec. 17.—Advices just received 
from Iloilo, Island of Panay, say that the 
insurgents on Saturday night burned a large 
part of the Village of Cabatuan. Assistant 
Surgeon Frederick A. Washburn Jr. of th» 
Twenty-sixth Volunteer Infantry, with 
eighteen men, held the principal buildings. A 
strong wind was blowing at thetime. The 
Americans sustained no casualties. . 
Later advices from Iloilo announce that de- 
tachments of the Twenty-sixth Volunteer 
Infantry this morning surprised the head- 
quarters of Quintin Salas, capturing con- 
siderable quantities of stores and some val- 
uable papers. Several natives were killed. 
The Americans, who have no losses, were 
still in pursuit of the fleeing insurgents when 
the dispatch left Lloilo. 

Thirty rebels were captured this morning 
in a suburb of San Pedro Macaiti, four miles 
from Manila, by twenty-five men of the 
Twentieth United States Infantry and twen- 
ty members of the native Manila police, all 
under Captain Gaines, Assistant Chief of 
Police. The force landed from small boats 
and surrounded the suburb. Seventy persons 
were captured, but only thirty were identified 
as insurgents.

POISON FRARED BY WIFE. 


MRS. HARRIET L. DAVIS CHARGES 
ATTEMPT ON HER LIFE.

Files Bill for Divorce, Accusing Dr. 
Wilsen H. Davis with Administer- 
{mg Harmful Drugs—Declares She 
: Was Threatened with a Revolver 
and Brutally Treated for Five Years 
As ks for Alimony—Husband Is a 
Member of Calumet Club. 


Fearing that her husband, Dr. Wilson H. 
Davis, has been trying to poison her with 
medicine which he administered, Mrs. Har- 
riet L. Davis has filed a petition for divorce, 
stating this as one of the grounds. Mrs. 
Davis charges her husband with having 
treated her brutally for five years. For 
some time, the petition recites, she asked 
her husband to prescribe for her after she 
was taken sick. As she continued to grow 
worse instead of better she became alarmed, 
and asked for other medical advice. This, 
she says, was refused. ! 

Dr. Davis has offices in the Columbus Me- 
morial Building, and formerly lived at 4317 
Ellis avenue, where Mrs. Davis now resides. 

He is one of Chicago’s oldest and best- 
known physicians, having practiced here 
since 1867. Some years ago he retired from 
general practice and has since been a consult- 
ing practitioner. 

He belongs to the Calumet club and has 
@ large acquaintance on the South Side. 
Dr. and Mrs. Davis were married in 1882, 
and lived together until Sept. 18, 1900. 

Mrs. Davis says she recently went to a 
hospital and had an operation performed 
which cured her. She had secured the opin- 
jon of another physician that this was the 
right treatment a long time before, but de- 
clares her husband had not allowed her to 
have the operation performed. 

Charges Threats to Kill. 

The bill has other charges against Dr. 
Davis than that of attempted poisoning. 
Mrs. Davis says he has been overbearing in 
his treatment and refused to furnish her 
with clothes. Several times, the bill states, 
Mrs. Davis was beaten by her husband, and 
once, it is charged, he threatened to kill her. 
During the year 1897 he is charged with 
having pointed a revolver at her head. He 
is also said to have objected to her seeing 
friends at the residence, and at various times 
to have ordered her out of the house. 

Mrs. Davis asks for alimony in her bill, 
saying that she has not been properly sup- 
ported. She says her husband has a large 
practice and is able to support her well. She 
also claims the furnishings of their residence 
belong to her. | 

Dr. Davis Is Surprised. . 

Great surprise was manifested by Dr. Da- 
vis last evening when he was informed of his 
wife’s action and allegations. The physician 
asserted that no intimation of the divorce 
proceedings had been given him, and de- 
nounced the charges of Mrs. Davis as base- 
less and absurd. 

I am astounded,” he said, and can only 
believe that the mind of my wife has become 
affected by her illness or anxiety about the 
operation. In contradiction to her assertion 
that I objected to the operation, it was I who 
discovered and told her the nature of her 
trouble and advised it. Several times I had 
completed arrangements for the operation, 
and had consulted the faculty of the Chicago 
Medical College as to her reception there. 
Mrs. Davis had prepared for it, but, owing 
to her nervous disposition, she became 
frightened and begged that it be postponed. 

Her statements about ill health, suffer- 
ing, and abuse are contradicted by letters 
in my possession, written from Sheboygan 
four months ago, and telling of her attend- 
ance at and participation in a ball and gaye- 
ty of all kinds. All the letters are couched 
in affectionate terms. 

„On the morning of Sept. 18 I drove with 
Mrs. Davis to the Illinois Medical College, 
where my class was being examined, and 
when leaving she said she would drive to 
my office to bring me home. Since that day 
I have not seen her, but learned that with 
her sister, Mrs. G. A. Louugee of Madison, 
Wis., she had gone to the home of her fa- 
ther in Waukegan. Two weeks later Dr. 
F. Henrotin called me up on the telephone 
and requested my assent to an operation 
being performed on my wife, who was then 
in the city, and I acqulesced.“ 

— Davis is now in Waukegan at the 
home of her father, C. B. George, a wealthy 
merchant of that city.

BULLETS FORTWO WOMEN. 


QUARREL OVER PREPARATION OF 
MEAL ENDS IN SHOOTING. 


Madeline Phillips, Sole Bread-Winner 
of Family, , Probably Fatally 
Wounded by Husband Because She 
Objects to Cooking His Supper After 
Returning from Her Work — En- 
raged Spouse Also Injures Cathar- 
ine Musch, an Aged Nurse. | 


/ 


Madeline Phillips worked in a Lincoln ave- 
nue restaurant ae a cook for thirteen hours 
a day at $5a week. When she returned last 
night to the two squalid back rooms on an al- 
ley called Shades place, which she consid- 
ered home because it sheltered her three 
small children, her husband, Nicholas Phil- 
lips, demanded she cook a nice supper 
for him. | 

Tou lazy loafer,” replied the tired wom- 
an, when you earn some money to keep 
the children on I will get you something 
to eat, and not before.” 

Phillips did not reply. He went to ea trunk 
in a corner of the room, got his revolver, 
and without a word fired at his wife. The 
bullet hit her in the side, and he at once 
followed it up with another, which also took 
éffect in her side. In the bed lay Catherine 
Musch, 66 years old, who worked for Mrs. 
Phillips as nurse to her children. Phillips 
turned the revolver on her, inflicting a flesh 
wound in the shoulder, the bullet going clear 
through. 

The husband then rushed from the house, 
down the dark alley to Larrabee street. He 
told several people he met that he had shot 
two women and had killed his wife. Mrs. 


Philips was found to be in a dangerous con- 


dition and was taken to the German Hos- 
pital by the police ambulance. Mrs. Musch 
was not seriously hurt and remained in the 
house, 

Two hours after the shooting Phillips sur- 
rendered himself at the Central Station. His 
story of the shooting differed greatly from 
that told at the Phillips home and seemed to 
indicate a case of jealousy. 65 


Failed to Support His Wife. 

The couple were married in Germany six 
years ago, but for some time Phillips has 
done nothing to support his wife and their 
growing family. Some months ago he re- 
turned to Germany, and while he was away 
their third child was born, the woman being 
supported by the charity of the people who 
knew them. Three weeks ago he came back 
with a scheme to take the children away 


from his wife. He said he wanted to live | 


in the fatherland with them. She refused 
to give them up and demanded that he 
get a place and go to work. He, in turn, re- 
jected that proposition, and continued to live 
on at the flat, although there was scarcely 
enough for the children in it. 

Times were hard for the bread winner. 
She received but $5 a week for thirteen 
hours of hard work a day as cook in the 
restaurant. Of this sum she paid $5 a month 
rent. Coal cost 90 cents a week and §1 
went for milk to feed the baby. The old 
nurse got along with $1 a week, but the mar- 
gin between starvation and actual neces- 
sity was extremely narrow. Still the hus- 
band staid around while the wife was at 
work. He badgered her with his jealous 
fears and was constantly asking for bet- 
ter food to eat. When she refused he 
charged that she no longer loved him, and 
went into a jealous rage. Whatever she 
gave him meant so much less for the chil- 
dren, and last night ghe drew the line. It 
was work or no supper. The shooting fol- 
lowed. * 

The injured woman is 27 years old, and 
has been most devoted to her children. One 
of them is 5 years ago, the next is 2, and 
the third is 6 months. The room where 
they all lived held a bed, a stove, a table, 
and a half dozen chairs. The ceiling was 
as black as the stove and everything bore 
the air of extreme poverty. 


Phillips Surrenders Himself. 

Phillips walked into the Central Station at 
10:55, and drawing a revolver from hfs coat 
pocket told Jacob Kuebler, the lockupkeeper, 
that he was the man who had shot his wife. 

My name is Nick Phillips,“ he told Lieu- 
tenant Rohan. “I shot my wife this even- 
ing at 232 Shades place. She did not love me 
any more. I asked her for the wedding ring 
that I gave her and she refused. I told her 
that she would not wear it long. Then I 
went after my revolver. My wife loves a 
man who works in the County Building. He 
is connected with the Independent Luxem- 
burg club. He gave me the money to go asa 
delegate to Luxemburg to represent the so- 
ciety last summer. I know now that he did it 
so that he could see my wife while I was 
gone. I have been sick for a year and have 
not been able to work.“ 

Phillips was locked up at the Central Sta- 
tion. Later he was taken to the hospital to 
be identified by his wife. The police at the 
Central Station said that they believed Phil- 
lips te be crazy, his conversation and actions 
not being those of a sane person. He is by 
trade a baker, but has not worked at it for 
a long time. It was said that he took the trip 
to Germany on contributions taken up at the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, where he re- 
mained for a while last spring.

DEFER ACTION 


BEFORE INAUGURATION. 


Governor-Elect Receives Many Piace- 
Seekers at Hotel, te Whom He Gives 
No Promises—Sherman and Shana- 
han Call and Discuss Their Candi- 
dacy-—Speakership Contest Livens 
Up a Little—Prominent Republicans 
Offer Suggestions. 


Nothing definite will be determined and 
no appointments will be announced until 
after I am inaugurated and inducted into 
office.” This statement was made last even- 
ing by Governor-elect Yates. He added that 
the meaning he intended to convey could not 
be expressed in terms any too strong to 
please him 

The next Chief Executive of Illinois spent 
another busy day at the Auditorium Annex 
and left for Springfield at midnight. With 
the exception of about two hours after 
luncheon devoted to Christmas shopping, he 
received callers and discussed matters per- 
taining to organization of the General As- 
sembly, the Speakership contest, and the dis- 
tribution of patronage. 

A number of prominent Republicans, hav- 
ing no axes to grind nor favors to ask, but 
who are interested in seeing the new Gov- 
ernor conduct a successful administration, 
were among his visitors. From some of 
these he took suggestions which, according 
to subsequent statements from him, Mr. 
Yates regards as timely and valuable. 

The great majority of those who found the 
way to room 1902 were politicians and place- 
seekers. In every instance he advised the 
aspirants for an office or a job to put his 
application in writing and address it to him 
at Springfield. He gave each one to under- 
stand that his fate will not be decided prior 
to the inauguration ceremonies. 

Among the callers also were Lawrence T. 
Sherman and David B. Shanahan, candidates 
for the Speakership of the Lower House. 
Neither could be induced to repeat his con- 
versation, but it had reference to thé contest 
for Ppeaker, and Mr. Yates gave Mr. Sher- 
man even stronger assurance than he gave 
the committee on Saturday that he is not 
taking part in the fight now, and that he has 
no intention of doing so hereafter. 

“Sherman and Shanahan came in to see 
me,” said Mr. Yates. “ Nothing was said 
to change the situation, so far as they or the 
contest for Speaker are concerned. I have 
played the part of a listener rather than 
gossiper. Some of the men who called to- 
day had suggestions to offer. I received 
them. The question of appointments was 
discussed in a general way. I entered into 
no agreements.” ; 

Mr. Sherman’s visit to the Governor-elect 
had the effect of injecting new Hfe into the 
Speakership campaign. Several of his sup- 
porters claimed that during the last three 
days his candidacy has been strengthened, 
and that they, although never doubtful of 
the result, are now convinced he will be 
elected. Mr. Shanahan said that Sherman's. 
support was being overestimated, and that 
this will be shown when the two forces be- 
gin to line up at Springfield. 

As he was leaving for Springfield last night 
Governor Tanner said that he had received 
information during the day which encour- 
aged him to believe that his nomination by 
the caucus for Senator is practically assured. 
He declined to make known the character of 
this information or the source from whence 
it came, but insisted that its reliability could 
not be disputed. . 

The Governor said he would appoint a com- 
mittee on arrangements for the inauguration 
ceremonies today. He stated also that the 
members of that committee will be selected 
regardiess of their Senatorial preferences, 
and that the Cullom men on it will be Ben. 
Ferguson, R. D. Lawrence, George M. Blake, 
and D. T. Littler. The intention is to elfm- 
inate politics from the function. 9

TO VOTE ON TREATY THURSDAY. 
Senate Comes to Definite Arrangement: 
Hay-Pauncefote Convention 

and Amendments. | 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—Just before 
adjourning this afternoon the Senate gave 
its consent to the fixing of a definite time to 
vote upon the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. Sen- 
ators Money and Mason had occupied the 
of the executive session in making 
speeches upon the treaty, and when Mr. Ma- 
son, who was the last speaker, concluded, 
Senator Lodge renewed his request to take 
a vote next Thursday. No voice was raised 
in opposition, and the unanimous agreement 
‘Was recorded.

ASK BAIL IN. SUPREME COURT. 


Prisoners Held at Chicago Fight Extra- 
dition to Canada, Claiming Error 
in Proceedings. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—In the United 
States Supreme Court today there were two 
counter motions in the habeas corpus cases 
Frank Rutledge, and 
Thomas Jones, which cases involve the ex- 
tradition treaty of 1889 between the United 
States and Great Britain negotiated by Sec- 
retary Blaine for the United States and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote for Great Britain.

The will of this yéunger 
brother of the Premier Marquis of Scotland 
is even still more extraordinary than that 
of Lord Huntly’s father-in-law. For where- 
as Sir William left his fortune, amounting 
to over $20,000,000, to the eldest son of his 
second daughter, young Ean Cecil, now in 
south Africa, and next heir to the impov- 
erished marquisate of Exeter, Sir William's 
widow receiving a mere pittance of $6,000 
a year and Lord and Lady Huntly noth 
at all, it now appears that Lord Esme has. 
bequeathed every cent he possessed in the 
world, amounting to about $80,000, to his 
valet, a man of the name of Ralph Watson. 
Not a cent did he leave te his widow, from 
whom he was separated, nor to his only 
daughter, who married last summer, while 
the names of his penniless brothers, Lord 
Huntly and Lord Grannie" Gordon, were 
not even mentioned in the will.

Ton's OFFICES WANT SCREENS, 


Theodore Coyne Robbed of $131 Worth 
ot Cigar Stamps, Which Will Be Use- 
less to the Taker — Only Clew the 
Fact That Frank Nilles Lost Twe 
Hundred Dollar Packages Two 
Days Later, and the Same Person Is 


Suspected. 


Clerks and. cashiers in the Postoffice and 
the Internal Revenue office are clamoring 
for screens to protect the cash and stamps 
intrusted to their care and are examining 
closely every hand that pushes coin or or- 
ders toward them. Both offices are in a state 
of siege, for both have been robbed within 
the last week and both by some oné who has 
a small and, clerks say, well-formed hand. 
Frank B. Nilles of the Postoffice lost $1,000 
on Friday to the owner of that hand, and 
yesterday it developed that Theodore Coyne, 
a brother of F. E. Coyne, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, was robbed of $131 in cigar 
“stamps probably by the same hand. Coyne, 
who is cashier of the Internal Revenue office, 
was robbed last Wednesday morning. 

Coyne's desk is the last of four which, 
“facing the wall, make a corridor which is 
usually crowded with purchasers. For years 
de has piled his stamps next to the window, 
within easy reach of any who were clever 
enough to reach in unobserved. - ~W 
morning he left his seat at a time when busi- 
neus was dull and went into his brother’s 
office. It was the only time during the day 
he was not at his post, yet when he bal- 


anced his accounts that night he was 8131 — 
short. 


‘The stamps taken were those for boxes of 
fifty cigars, unsalable, except to registered 
Wianufacturers. No one connected with the 
office had seen the thief at work nor even 
noticed any suspicious characters about the 
place. Mr. Coyne had no clew until he heard 
of the Postoffice robbery, but now he claims 
both were Gone by the man with the small 
hand.. 


NEW RULING IN EMBEZZLEMENT 


Judge Tuley Holds That a Man Can Opt 


Misappropriate Funds of Unincor- 
porated Societies. 


In passing on a motien to quash an indict- 
metit during the morning. Judge Tuley held 
that a man might embezzle from a society not 
incorporated. It is said the decision is the 
first in point rendered in Cook County. The 
case was an indictment in which Herman 
Koehler is charged with embezzling $995 from 
Lincoln Council No. 12 of the Butcher and 
Grocer Clerks’ asseciation, of which he was 
formerly treasurer. The defendant, who is 
no in jail, moved to quash the indictment on 
the ground that the association, not being in- 
corporated, had no legal existence, and de- 
fendant could not embezzle from it, although 
he might embezzle from the members of the 
abseciation.
